“Sunday, 26th March, was a great day 
here. Mussolini gathered many thousands ot 
Fascisti of Rome and of the neighbouring 
towns, and delivered to them one of those 
soul-stirring speeches which comfort them, 
and which are without a ‘superfluous word. 
It is wonderful how the minds of the people 
he speaks to can be fed without the 
rhetorical bombast which is half, or more, of 
Italian speech. His most remarkable 
achievement, however, is bridling the parlia- 
mentary wanderings in the misty fog of hum- 
bug and silly mischievous insinuation. Par- 
liamentarism in Italy is, for the time, dead. 
The deputies have not even the vent of their 
rhetoric and parade; for Mussolini has pro- 
hibited those public meetings or demonstra- 
tions in which all absurdities, from Socialism 
to so-called Liberalism, and anarchy to Com- 
munism ‘of the Russian type, have hitherto 
been cheered and punctuated with pistol 
shots. All this is over, and men may not 
say and proclaim what they please in the 
much-abused name of liberty.’’ 


FREE STATE FINANCE. 

") THE EDITOR OF THE TRISH TIMFS 

Sirn,—In your issue of the 7th inst. 
“Goreyman”’ states that everybody ws crying 
out against public expenditure, but that no 
one takes the estimates and points out where 
savings can be made. He further states that, 
sccordiniy to the schedule published on the 
13th March, the Department of Agriculture 
is costing the taxpayers of this small country 
£1,712, per annum. This statement is far 
removed from actual facts, and is entirely 
misleading. The figures given by “ Worey- 
man” are in reality more than four times 
the total cost of the Department of Agricul- 
ture. He has apparently got muddled in his 
figures and has included the Ministry of 
Fisheries, and possibly other departments, 
with the Department of Agriculture, 

‘‘Goreyman ” also states that middle-aged 
men can remember when Ireland had no 
department and the country was as well off 
as at: present, ‘‘ Goreyman ” surely knows 
that in those good old days there was no 
such thing as intensive competition in the 
British markets, and that we at that period 
had very largely a monopoly of those 
markets. We have now to compete against 
Canadian cattle, Argentine frozen and chilled 
meat, Danish bacon, Australian and New 
Zealand butter, etc.; and we find it in- 


creasingly difficult to hold our own in those 


markets, just because they are better 
educated and organised in those countries, 
and had Departments of Agriculture there 
long before anything of the sort was intro- 
duced’ here. ‘‘Goreyman’’ must also bear in 
mind that we have no longer a supply of 
farm labour at ls. a day, as some of those 
middle-aged men at one time had. 

The time for muddled thinking and in- 


efficiency has gone. Ancient methods are of 


very little use under modern conditions. Our 
greatest need at the moment is increased 
agricultural production, and this can best 
be obtained through a sound agricultural! 
policy based on an intensive system of. agri- 
cultural education and appropriate legislation.
